The Duke of Genoa was presented to his 
Majesty the Mikado on the afternoon of the

At 7.13 a.m. to-day (3rd) there was a 
shock of earthquake of more than ordinary 
intensity, and only to be compared to that 
which ocourred at 2.24 a.m.‘on the 13th 
May, 1870. The morning was exceedingly 
fine, with a light air from the north-west, 
The barometer had slowly fallen from the 
28th ‘ultimo when, at 7 am., it stood at 
30,112, to 29.649 at 7 p.m. on the Ist, 
instant; but during yesterday and last night 
arise was noticeable, the mercury reading 
29,928 at seven o'clock this morning, a few 
minutes before the skook was felt. 

Residents on the blaff had some few 
seconds of warning, very perceptible in the 


‘stillness of that hour of the day, The firet 


movement appeared to, be from north-north- 
cast to south-south-west, and though strong 
there was no reason to fear it was but the 
forerunner ofa much greater. The second 
movement was apparently from two direo- 
tions, a recoil from south to north, and a 
separate movement from west to east, very 
violent, and lasting about twenty seconde, 
The undulatory movement of the earth’s 
surface was plainly. visible, and the working 
of the uprights, tiles, and plaster covering 
of buildings was perceptible, - The duration, 
of the ehook is stated by the Japan Mail 
to have been about ten acconds, but this 
estimate is evidently too short. .The interval 
between the first movement and the cessa~ 
tion of the second shook was not far short of 
fifty seconds to one minute. Several houses 
on the bluff have suffered some damage;

Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, ond other 
places have been injured by falling chim- 
neys, tiles, and displaced beams, but happily 
no person seems to have-been hurt. The 
greatest consternation prevailed in the police 
station close to the zante garden on the 
swamp. The tell building felt the full force 
of the shock, and the inmates were seriously 
alarmed and there was eventually almost a 
state of panic which might have led to 
mischief. Fortunately the earthquake took 
place in the morning; had it ocourted at 
night the danger from broken lamps would 
have.beén great, :
